and  virtue.  Happy  times  are  baiV 
ren  ; calamitous  periods  only  ari^ 
fruitful  of  iaterefling  materials  for 
hiftories  and  gazettes.  Thofe  are 
the  pooreft  times  to  read  of,  which 
are  the  beft  to  live  in.  One  who 
reads  the  hiftory  of  the  civil  wars 
in  the  reig  t of  Charles  I.  feels  every 
, human  paffion  moved  by  turns  : 
but  when  he  fits  down  to  read  a qui 
et  and  peaceful  reign,  he  yawns  over 
his  page.  Defcriptions  of  profper- 
ity touch  faintly  ; a portrait  of  mi  f- 
fortune  and  diftrefs  move  powerful- 
ly. Let  a gazette  come  out  filled 
with  the  fiiicll  defeription  of  the 
profptrous  circumftances  of  fome 
neighbouring  ftate,  fuch  as  general 
health,  growing  trade,  plentiful  har- 
vefts  internal  peace  and  union,  and 
prevailing  virtue,  it  is  read  almoft 
with  in  iiffeienee,  and  thrown  by  as 
a frigid  paper.
